AMENDMENT

Proposed Change In Administration Mone-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27— 


(AP)—The senate silver bloc 
showed its strength today, 
but failed to secure adoption 
of an amendment to the ad- 
ministration money bill pro- 
viding for purchase of the 
white metal until it reached 
a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold. 


The vote was 45 to 43. 
Fourteen republicans, including 


some regarded as_ conservative by 
their colleagues, joined in the vote 
for the amendment. 


As a final vote on the monetary 


legislation approached, the senate 
rejected the Wheeler amendment 
after a last minute expression of 
opposition from President Roosevelt 
—given to Robinson, the 
party 


leader. Last Big Obstacle. 


It was the last serious obstacle 


to a final vote on the bill, with 
approval of the measure conceded 
on all sides.

other funds held in trust by the 
state. 


The petition., filed by Attorney 
General Paul F. Good and Assistant 
Attorney General Edwin Vail, pre- 
sents 130 separate causse of action 
each based upca a transaction 
which allegedly resulted in a loss 
to the state. The transactions cited 
cover a period of two years, com- 
mencing February 11, 1931, shortly 
alter Bass took office as treasurer 
on January 8 of that year, to De- 
cember 29, 1932, a few days before 
he relinquished his office to his 
successor. 


Report Investigated. 


Instituting of the action follows 
a six-month investigation by At- 
torney General Good of the report 
of L. A. RuuB. special accountant 
employed by State Auditor W. B. 
Price to audit the accounts of the 
former state treasurer. Ruud's or- 
iginal report made last April dis- 
closed the alleged discrepancy which 
he places at approximately $74,000. 
This figure was later revised to the 
amount named in the suit begun 
Saturday, Attorney General Good 
maintaining that the accountant- 
had erred in his method of calcu- 
lating the interest and premium 
properly due the bond sellers from 
the various issues bought by the 
state school fund.

Lebrun then summoned the presi- 


dents of the senate and the cham- 
ber of deputies to come and confer 
with him. 


In a sweeping roundup police ar- 
rested all royalist leaders and vend- 
ors of the royalist newspaper Ac- 
tion Francaise while the cabinet 
was debating its course. This was 
done to prevent riots.

Hodge Estimates M umber 


Employable Family 


Heads On Rolls. 


State Employment Director Hodge 
estimates that If 30,000 more jobs 
could be found in Nebraska that 
number would be sufficient to take 
care of all present unemployed peo- 
3le who need work to support their 
families. 
His latest reports irom countv 


employment managers show a total 
of 70,306 persons still registered as 
unemployed in the'state, but Hodge 
estimates the number actually with- 
out work at this time as only 42.392. 
since many of those who enrolled 
last fall have since found employ- 
ment without reporting that fact 
and having their names taken off 
the lists. 


Of the latter number. 12.000 or 


more are either not 
capable of 


working for wages and would not 
be actively employed even in normal 
times, or have means of subsistence 
without working. 
Instructions are going out from 


Director Hodge's office to all county 
managers that workers placed on 
CWA projects should be selected on 
the 
basis of their needs, taking 
them preferably from relief rolls, 
though this is not t*e unvaryin8 
rule.

Dictators," declared that democ- 
racy's way of securing leadership 
is by quickly concentrating the re- 
quisite power in the executive but 
that in countries where democracy 
is new and the people are not edu- 
cated enough in government to pro- 
cure a leader, a dictator intervenes. 
She said in part: 
"Dictators do not Just happen. A re- 
public cannot be expected to succeed at 
once and especially so during the crisis 
which follows war. Nationalism, educa- 
tion, racial and class unity, cultural and 
civil training must first be obtained be- 
fore the people can be sovereign. 


"The 
word dictator to most people of a 
republic such as ours is abhorrent. 
It 
conjures up a sinister figure who is dom- 
ineering and ruthless, who abolishes lib- 
erty and democracy, those principles Jor 
which w» fought in gainiic our inde- 
pendence. And in the World war. were we 
not fighting to make the world safe for 
democracy? 


"The 
close of the war was marked by 
the establishment of many republics but 
these soon found themselves challenged by 
dictators 
The phase of -dictatorship in 
government commands our attention. Gov- 
ernment is as vital to us as the air we 
breathe and since our successful introduc- 
tion of democracy, the trend has been 
towards government by the people. As 
John Galsworthy once said, 'democracy 1* 
the rising tide; it may be damned or re- 
layed but H cannot be stopped. It seem* 
to be a law in human nature thet where 
the idea of self-government sets foot it 
refuses to take the foot up again.' There- 
fore it is inconceivable to us that a coun- 
try which has overthrown an absolute 
monarchy and set up a republic would 
tolerate ttoe autocratic rule of a dictator. 
We must in fairness, however, study dic- 
tatorships before hastening to 
condemn 
them. 
"It u within the realm of possibility 
to say that the dictatorship of Russia is 
paving the way for a democracy. History 
prophesies that when a monarch is first 
overthrown the people are too Ignorant 
politically 
to secure a leader who can 
brinjf them out of the crisis of 
war or 
reiolutlon. A leader is 
needed and they 
caiiaot co back to a monarchy, so a dic- 
tatorship results which eventually leads 
to a democracy. 
Take France for «- 
ampl-. Approximately one hundred year* 
elapsed from the time of the overthrow 
of the absolute monarchy until the estab- 
lishment of the present republic. 
Mnvwlinl Chances. 
Discussing Mussolini, she said in part: 
"Mussolini is a man of the people, a loss 
suppressed uleblin . . . He coverns by 
proclamation aad appeal. 
He ha< the 
orator's sense of the dramatic and the 
orator's response to public clamor 
We have seen a marked chance la M33- 
solial is that at first he wa» very 
aecresslTt »nd r.ot concerned with In- 
ternational jood win. but now he is an 
advocate of pwpl- and calls the present 
tiaie * new era. an era of peace " 


Discussing the subject "Modern 


Agriculture." Raymond Baars re- 
lated how the farmer bad grown 
dissatisfied with his lot in recent 
years because of his poverty, bui 
that now there is a vision in the 
present administration, a belief that 
the tide of the farm distress is past.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—(AP)— 


Army officers are to be placed in 
charge ol civil works administra- 
tion in several of the largest cities 
of the country. Harry L. Hopkins, 
civil works administrator, said the 
engineers' corps had assigned a 
group of experienced officers to the 
administration 
to 
become civil 


works administrators 
in several 
cities, in some places replacing 
civilian heads of the 
administra- 
tion. 


There have been some complaints 
that at a few spots along the line 
graft had crept into civil works. 
Hopkins announced that he had ap- 
pfoved allotments of $13,000,000 to 
be used to purchase materials in 
various 
states. 
These 
included 


$100,000 for Nebraska. 


Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 
President Roosevelt was withhold- 
ing his request for another billion 
dollars for relief purposes until it 
had been determined on capitol hill 
whether the full sum should be re- 
quested in one lump, or it should 
be sought in several smaller allot- 
ments. 


The $1,166,000,000 to complete this 


fiscal year ending June 30, includes 
$350,000,000 to continue the civil 
works administration until May 1; 
$500,000,000 for direct relief; and 
about $300,000,000 for another year 
of the civilian conservation corps.

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THE NEW ALIGNMENT. 


WT IS worthy of pause, when as experienced and 
M. as able a political leader as John G. Maher fore- 
sees a new political alignment in America. 


Mr. Maher reached New York City Friday, after 


spending the winter in Switzerland, and will leave 
within a few weeks for a second trip through Eu- 
rope. His view is one obtained at long distance, and 
yet Mr. Maher. following the developments in his 
homeland, had the opportunity and leisure to study 
these transcending events in America. 


He sees parties split in the middle, with the liberals 


in both democratic and republican ranks joining 
hands against the conservatives in both organizations. 
It is not a new prophecy. There have been similar 
expressions starting as far back as the '80s, echoed 
far more vigorously during the 'SOs, and reappearing 
again in 1912, with the great progressive uprisirfg of 
that era. What happened in 1932 was that the liberals, 
and the more moderate conservatives joined a united 
democratic party in giving President Roosevelt the 
most sweeping victory a presidential candidate ever 
achieved. 


It is true now that the conservatives are itching 


under the collar. They have been hungering to get 
at the president and have been deterred only b- 


where almost the only danger they encounter is from 
people of their own ilk. 


The solution of the Urschcl mystery, with practic- 


ally the only clue being the hearing by the victim 
of an airplane at a certain time each day except one 
that he was held prisoner, produced a story as thrill- 
Ing as any in the fictitious life of Old Cap Collier 
or Sherlock Holmes. Bailey, Kelly and their associ- 
ates undoubtedly believed that their hideout was ab- 
solutely Immune from being located, but they were 
outsmarted and finally landed in prison for life. 


Dillinger and his gang, committing major crimes 


with the utmost boldness and eluding officers in 
various parts of the country, were on their way to 
the west coast for the purpose of having a high 
time upon the spoils they had picked up in their 
numerous robberies. Finding Tuscon a rather inviting 
place, they resolved to stop there for a time and rest 
up. That resolve proved to be their undoing. 


Fire in a hotel brought two of them in contact 


with two firemen, and two days later these fire 
fighters saw pictures of members of the gang in a 
detective story magazine. They identified two of these 
as the men they had seen at the fire and policemen 
traced and arrested the pair. A policeman remem- 
bered that he had spoken at a tourist camp with a 
man whose voice was the same as that which came 
over the telephone, speaking in regard to the men 
under arrest. The man was taken just as he was 
about to leave the camp. Dillinger himself was ar- 
rested as he entered a house where officers awaited 
him. 


The gangsters are said to be peeved and disgusted 


because they were taken by "hick cops," and this 
should be a lesson to others of their kind. Let them 
remain in their own cities if they don't want to 
get run in.

They all operate in about the same way, the dif- 


ference being only one of degree. Every legislature in 
every state consumes far more time in quibbling over 
chickenfeed matters than in drafting and passing es- 
sential laws. The legislative machinery hi every case 
is choked and retarded by hundreds of bills that 
ought never to be introduced and by scores of others 
which are duplicates, introduced in both branches. 


These conditions are so general over the country 


and so well known to everybody that it is surprising 
something was not done a long time ago to change 
them. In Nebraska, a movement is under way toward 
that end. It is the proposal of Senator Norris, one 
of the nation's most, experienced lawmakers, to re- 
place the cumbersome system now in vogue -with a 
simplified legislature consisting of one house only. 


The people of this state will have a chance at the 


next general election, through the adoption of the 
Norris plan for a unicameral assembly, to get rid of 
the antiquated, costly, buck-passing-methods of for- 
mulating laws and substituting in its- place one which 
will permit reasonably prompt and businesslike ac- 
tion on public affairs. 


It is not claimed that this change will be a 100 per 


cent cure for legislative evils now existing; but it 
should be a very great improvement. When the re- 
sponsibility of preparing and passing laws is centered 
in one group, and bills can be handled without going 
through an endless rigamarole first in one chamber 
and then in the other, the people may expect better 
result? than they are getting now. 


amazing personal following. Long ago had they 
dared, they would have risen up in opposition. As it 
is, they have felt it the nart of wisdom to play a game 
of watchful waiting and, in the event that the pros- 
pects appear favorable, they will open the fight. That 
is the true significance of the outcry which came 
some weeks ago, when the Roosevelt monetary policy 
was under heavy drum fire for a few days. Yet, it 
collapsed with ridiculous speed and only one demo- 
crat of national repute took part in the barrage laid 
down against the Roosevelt program. His experience 
should have convinced the hardiest democratic con- 
servatives that it was political suicide to attempt to 
interfere with the party's leader in the White house. 


At the same time, there is a movement on foot 


among a large number of republicans to oust the 
conservative leadership which has dominated party 
affairs since 1920. All over the country, the men who 
held positions of authority in republican ranks are 
being asked to step aside and to permit some one not 
identified with the Harding-Coolidge-Hoover-Mel- 
lon regime to take charge. The success of a new 
alignment would hinge entirely upon the failure o* 
liberal republicans to snatch control of party machin- 
ery from the standpat wing Should the latter con- 
tinue in command, there will be no question about a 
new alignment, which would reveal liberal or pro- 
gressive republicans either represented by a new party 
or identified with Rooseveltian democracy. 


But never has any man dominated the democratic 


party to a greater extent than has Mr. Roosevelt. 
The opposition within his own ranks would not make 
a sizeable handful. The conservative democrats went 
over to Hoover in 1932. The democrats who supported 
the president are stronger for him today than they 
were at the. time of his election, and even among 
the more conservative-minded 
he has won many 


recruits. 


The greatest stumbling block to a new alignment 


arises from the fact that the conservative has taken 
a terrific licking in a strictly personal sense. The 
business man. who forms the bulwark of conservative 
thinking, is not at all sure that he wasn't extremely 
foolish back in the halcyon days. He knows that his 
pocket book was hit, that he was compelled to face 
the most rigorous storm in all of his experience, that 
faith and confidence were shaken so badly it was 
questionable whether business could survive, and he 
is cautious in the extreme in committing homself to 
a return of the conservative regime. More specifically, 
he is pretty well cured of some of the notions he had 
a few years ago, and he is far more liberal, far 
more socially minded than he was then. He himself, 
if he happens to be a republican, suggests his party 
must undergo a regeneration. There may be a new 
alignment, but before it comes, Mr. Roosevelt must 
lose much of the immense popularity he enjoys today. 
He has the American people, regardless of political 
faith, solidly behind him. His opposition must as- 
sume far more formidable proportions before there 
is any foundation upon which a new alignment might 
rest.

married son with a family. And because we have 
gotten along very close rather than go for "aid" 
no attention is paid to application for work. Billy 
has been wearing the boots he has on all this 
warm winter because there was nothing else. You 
can see the necessity. 


"Everything else he has to wear is going to 


pieces. Please do nTO think this is an easy thing 
to do. We have absolutely nothing to buy with." 
It was signed by a 71 year old mother. Billy who 


s 19. was taken in tow. His boots were half soled by 
the county relief bureau. He was given some new 
clothes. And best of all he was given a job on a CWA 
project.

Is there any good book dealing 
with the war debts and the prob- 
lems they involve? This is becoming 
a serious question far the American 
citizen and we want to know what 
leaders think. 


ANSWER. 


Two of the most popular books 


a.re Simmond's "A. B. C. of the War 
Debts" and Dorsev 
Richardson's 


"Will They Pay?" Both are worth 
reading, the first for its forthright- 
ness and the second for its greater 
detail and colder logic. Their genl 
eral answer is that in the sense of 
loans the war debts will not and 
cannot be paid. There is not enough 
money or currency in all Europe to 
discharge their accumulated obliga- 
tions. And as we cannot allow pay- 
ment in the usual kinds of goods 
because this method would inter- 
fere with our own commerce there 
appears to be no way in which a 
complete return can be made. 
It is to be recalled hi considering 
these obligations that with few ex- 
ceptions no actual money was lent 
by the United States to Europe in 
connection with the war debts. 
What we did 
was 
to 
advance 
credits to pay for munitions and 
supplies which we manufactured 
and sold to the debtor nations. 
Remember also what is for many 


the key to the whole situation, that 
the creation of these debts was a 
new thing in economic history. If it 
were not our economists could deal 
with it. Never before had the same 
circumstances arisen nor on such a 
colossal scale. The whole proceeding 
was unprecedented. It is now a sum 
in higher mathematics with super- 
equations involved the like of which 
had not been even imagined, and 
nobody has yet worked it out to a 
solution. 


Then will nothing be paid? Be- 


yond question some arrangement 
must be made. 
Perhaps England 


will send us supplies of rubber for 
a period. France, with a big colon- 
ial empire, provided she acknowl- 
edges her obligation, could 
send 


some other commodity we need. 
But the deciding factor is what Ger- 
many will do. If she declines to 
pay anything in any form to her 
creditors they may" and some do 
decline to pay us anything. We shall 
have to wait and see. The more you 
examine this question the more 
clearly you perceive that there can 
be tragedies in the money world as 
well as in human life, and perhaps 
the 
greatest financial tragedy ex- 


tant is that created by the 
war 
debts. Huge sums were piled moun- 
tain high to be expanded in blow- 
ing human .beings to fragments and 
destroying the material wealth of 
the world. To what end?

Lieutenant Governor and 


Investment Broker 
Accused of Fraud. 


DBS MOINES, la., Jan. 27—(/P)— 


A federal indictment charging: con- 
splracy to defraud the government 
stood today against Lieut. Gov. Nel- 
son G. Kraschel of Iowa and Carle- 
ton D. Beh, a Des Moines invest- 
ment broker. A federal grand jury 
returned the indictment today after 
a week's investigation of the Iowa 
public works administration. 


Beh was separately indicted on a 


forgery charge. 
The conspiracy charge alleged 
that the lieutenant governor and 
Beh conspired to persuade political 
subdivisions not to request 70 per 


cent federal government loans for 
public works projecta. urging county 
and city officials to finance con- 
struction through Beh's invesment 
house. 
Included in the joint indictment 
is the allegation that Beh forged 
an application from the city of Ot- 
tumwa for a government loan of 
$140,000 in connection with the con- 
struction of a viaduct and bridge at 
Ottumwa. 


This count is made the basis for 
the separate indictment against the 
investment broker. 
Kraschel was removed as execu- 


tive secretary of the 
Iowa public 
works advisory board Nov. 10. 1933, 
by Secretary Ickes. Ickes said 
at 
that time he considered it incon- 
sistent for a state official to hold a 
federal position.

Jack Pfeffer. wrest- 
ling promoter, recently charged be- 
fore the commission that wrest- 
lers talked over their bouts before 
putting them on and that a cham- 
pion's tenure of office depended 
upon his drawing power at the gate.
